This biographical collection was undertaken to stimulate interest 
in the 30th Reunion of the Class of 1931, held in Carlisle, on 
June 2-3-4, 1961. Since it was well received on that occasion, 
we hope that those members of the class who could not attend the 
reunion may find it interesting, and that they may be prompted to 
communicate with former fellow-students and to take a more active 
part in future class activities. 


The names listed herein comprise the greater number of the (then) 
young men and women who enrolled in the Class at Dickinson, 

in September, 1927. To these have been added those who sub- 
sequently enrolled as members of the Class in years later than 

the freshman, Not all those who have at one time or another been 
members of the Class are listed herein; some dropped out tempo- 
rarily and graduated with a subsequent class. We have followed 
the class designations used in the latest (1955) Dickinson College 
Alumni Directory. 


No slight is to be inferred from the designation "non-graduate", 
Some members of the Class took advantage of the custom prevailing 
in the 1930's of obtaining degrees at graduate or professional 
schools with only two years of liberal arts background. "Non- 
graduate" is not equivalent to "flunked". 


As to fraternity affiliations, we have taken our information from the 
Microcosm published in 1929 and 1930. This explains why some 
members of Sigma Tau Phi and Phi Epsilon Pi have been designated 
as "Non-fraternity"; these were considered Law School fraternities 
by the Microcosm, and we had no way of identifying their members. 
In the case of all fraternities, it was not possible to distinguish 
between initiates and pledges.

Bucky continued his science at Penn State, while teaching at 
Congers (N.Y.) High School. On June 20, 1934, he married 
Anne Ochod of Little Falls, New York, Leaving Congers in 
1943, he served as principal at several schools; the latest 
being Bayview Avenue Elementary School, Freeport, from 1952 
to 1958, In the latter year he became Administrative Assistant 
to the Superintendent of Schools, in Freeport; and in 196] he 
was named Assistant Superintendent of Schools, The Williams 
have two daughters: Nancy, born August 16, 1941, and now 
Mrs, James Berry, of Hialeah, Florida: and Susan, born 
September 15, 1943, and presently a student at State University 
College of Education, Oneonta, New York, 
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
